BUILDING  FUND  IS 
WORKING  AS  SMCS 
GETS  NEW  FACELIFT 


Dear  Fellow  Alumnus: 

1995  is  the  first  otticial  year  ot  our 
Building  Fund  Campaign  to  renovate, 
update  and  expand  St.  Michael's  to  meet 
the  educational  challenges  of  the  next 
century.  Our  goal  for  year  one  is  two 
million  dollars  in  donations  and  com- 
mitments. As  of  the  end  of  October  we 
are  over  the  $1.5M  mark.  I  encourage 
everyone  to  consider  becoming  a  pledge 
donor  partner.  It  is  our  opportunity  to 
ensure  St.  Michael's  is  there  for  genera- 
tions to  come. 

The  Building  Fund  is  working:  Wiirn 
steps  and  concrete  sidewalks  have  been 
replaced.  Inefficient  single  pane  win- 
dows in  both  the  school  and  the  arena 
have  been  replaced  with  double  glazed 
argon  windows.  This  job  will  offer  more 
comfortable  classrooms  in  the  winter 
and  will  allow  efficient  air  conditioning 
in  the  summer  months  should  St. 
Michael's  be  required  to  run  year-round. 
The  new  windows  will  also  impact  the 


operating  budget  through  lower  heating 
costs. 

Soon  we  will  be  asking  for  repair  bids  for 
the  foundation  of  the  gymnasium,  for 
the  freezing  equipment  in  the  arena  and 
for  air  conditioning  of  the 
Administration  aiid  Guidance  Offices. 
The  face  of  St.  Michael's  is  beginning  to 
be  lifted  and  restored. 

Year  two  (1996)  we  plan  to  complete 
the  renovation  and  updating  phases. 
This  will  leave  us  with  three  years  to 
complete  the  expansion  phase  and  the 
Building  Fund  Project.  To  meet  our  tar- 
get dates,  we  need  participation  from 
every  possible  source,  both  large  and 
small.  We  have  commitments  that  range 
from  a  few  dollars  a  month  to  several 
thousand  per  year.  Giving  what  you  can 
afford  means  that  all  of  us  share  the  part- 
nership equally.  Don't  give  till  it  hurts. 
Give  till  it  feels  good.

BEGAN  HIS  CAREER 

AS  TV  RADIO  ACTOR 

Fr.  Rol-icrt  Barrmger  is  now  the  Superior 
General  of  the  Congregation  of  St.  Basil,  a 
religious  community  involved  in  education 
and  evangelization  in  six  countries  and  hav- 
ing its  headquarters  in  Toronto.  He  was 
born  in  Toronto  and  raised  in  Blessed 
Sacrament,  St.  Edward  and  St.  Paschal 
Baylon  parishes  in  North  Toronto  and 
North  York.  He  joined  the  Basilians  in  1962 
and  was  iirdained  by  Bishop  Thomas  Fulton 
in  1974. 

His  education  was  at  St.  Michael's  College 
School  in  Toronto  from  1957  to  1962  and 
his  university  education  in  Classics  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  (St.  Michael's 
College)  and  at  Oxford  University  in 
England.  Fr.  Barringer  was  awarded  ime  ot 
the  two  Rhodes  Scholarships  from  Ontario 
in  1967  and  spent  three  years  at  Oxford 
University  doing  a  second  BA  degree,  this 
time  in  Theology.  During  those  years  (1967- 
1970)  he  played  on  the  University's  Ice 
Hockey  team  and  also  on  the  second 
University  Lacrosse  team. 

During  the  years  1968  to  1970  he  and  n<nv 
President  Bill  Clinton  were  fellow  students 
and  members  of  the  same  small  Middle 
Common  Room  in  University  College, 
Oxford.  It  is  a  source  of  some  frustration  to 
him  that  after  talking  to  and  eating  lunch 
with  Bill  Clinton  for  almost  two  years,  he 
cannot  remember  a  single  thing  that  the 
President  said  or  did  during  that  time. 
Secret  Service  pressure  keeps  him  from 
inventing  stories  to  fill  up  the  gap.  In  the 
years  1970/71  and  1974  Fr.  Barringer  was 
also  able  to  study  at  the  Orthodox 
Theological  Institute  in  Bucharest, 
Romania,  and  at  Gallaudet  College  for  the 
deaf  in  Washington,  D.C.,  both  precious 
opportunities  to  get  at  least  a  glimpse  into 
kinds  of  human  society  and  cultures  very 
different  from  his  own  experience  growing 
up  in  Toronto.

Alumni  Founder  50  Years  Ago 
Fr.V.I.  Recalled  with  Affection 

Fifty  years  ago,  April  1945,  to  he  exact,  the  SMCS  Old 
Boys'  Association  was  officially  launched  down  at  Clover 
Hill,  and  so  this  year  your  Alumni  Organization  celebrates 
its  Golden  Jubilee! 

HLirray  for  us!!  The  salute  has  been  justly  merited. 

Paul  McNamara  was  our  first  president,  and  his  executive 
included  Neil  Morrison,  John  Griffin,  Don  McDonald,  Dr. 
Bill  Callahan,  the  late  Ft.  Jack  Warren,  CSB  and  the  late 
Ft.  V.I.  Mclntyre,  CSB  as  counselors. 
It  one  man  can  be  said  to  have  been  the  essential  necessary 
for  the  formation  of  our  Alumni  Organization,  a  very  good 
case  can  be  made  for  Fr.  Mclntyre. 

We  ot  his  era  at  St.  Michael's-on-Bay-Street  knew  personal- 
ly this  accomplished  admmistrator,  as  gifted  and  successhil 
a  football  coach  as  he  was  a  teacher  of  mathematics.  None 
of  us  knew  that  he  was  Viator  Ignatius;  all  of  us  knew  bun 
simply  as  'V.I."...  whose  homework  assignments  were  never 
ever  to  be  missed! 

On  this  golden  jubilee  occasion  the  contribution  of  Fr.  V.l. 
Mclntyre  merits  a  word  or  two  about  the  man  and  his  voca- 
tion at  St.  Michael's  College  School. 

Born  in  Dorchester,  Ontario,  in  1 904,  he  was  educated  first 
in  London,  Ont.,  then  at  Assumption  High  School  and 
College,  graduating  with  a  B.A.  in  Honour  Philosophy 
from  the  University  of  Western  Ontario.  He  entered  the 
Basilian  Congregation  in  1927  and  was  ordained  in  1931. 

That  year  Fr.  Mclntyre  was  appointed  to  Assumptiim 
College  where  he  taught  History  of  Philosophy,  Political 
Economy,  Algebra,  Geometry,  French  and  Religious 
Knowledge.  He  also  ran  the  Athletic  Department  and  in 
his  spare  time  earned  an  M.A.  in  Philosophy. 

"V.l."  was  appi^nted  to  St.  Michael's  College  School  at 
Clover  Hill  in  1935  and  in  1936  became  principal  there  for 


a  tenure  that  would 
last  1 0  years.  As  a 
youth  he  had  suf- 
fered a  serious  injury 
to  one  of  his  eyes, 
and  it  was  eventually 
removed.  So,  we  all 
had  to  get  used  to 
the  somewhat  bale- 
ful look  of  the 
famous  glass  eye 
sported  by  our  prin- 
cipal and  used  on 
occasion  to  great 
tactical  advantage 
oft  recalled  by  the 
alumni  in  later  years 

"Post-St.  Mike's",  Fr. 

Mclntyre  did  parish  FR^  V.I.  MCINTYRE.  PRINCIP.^L  1956-46 

work  in  Windsor  before  failing  health  forced  him  to  seek 

residence  at  Assumption  College  then  finally  in  the 

Basilian  lnfirmai7  in  Toronto  where  he  died  in  January, 

1974. 

The  official  Basilian  obituary  affirms  that  this  very  compe- 
tent administrator  and  athletic  coach  was  admired  and 
feared  by  his  students.  The  same  obituary  also  affirms  that 
he  was  loved  by  them,  and,  as  one  of  them,  I  believe  this  is 
true.  He  lives  yet  in  the  memory  and  affections  ot  many 
alumni  ot  my  vintage,  and  nt)t  the  least  of  the  monuments 
to  the  non-assuming  no-fanfare  "V.I."  has  to  be  the  Alumni 
Organization  that  was  in  many  ways  his  production. 

"V.l."  has  richly  earned  a  place  in  the  memory  ot  the 
Alumni  Organization.  Let  us  remember  him  in  our  prayers.

FATHER  BARRINGER 

(continued  from  Page  1 ) 

Fr.  Barnuf^er  taught  Classics  and  Theology' 
in  Houston,  Te.xas  (University  of  St. 
Thomas),  and  Religious  Studies  and 
Theology  at  the  University  of  Toronto  (St. 
Michael's  College)  and  at  the  Faculty  of 
Theology  in  the  University  of  St.  Michael's 
College  during  the  years  197801990.  He 
was  the  Coordinator  of  the  undergraduate 
Christinaity  and  Culture  programme  at  St. 
Mike's  during  the  years  1987-1990  and  very 
active  in  student  life  and  counselling.  In 
1990-1993  he  served  as  President  of  St. 
Joseph's  College,  the  affiliated  Catholic 
college  in  the  University  of  Alberta,  and  in 
the  summer  of  1993  was  elected  as  Superior 
General  of  the  Basilian  Fathers.  He  is  now 
51. 

The  tocus  of  Fr.  Barringer's  studies  since  his 
first  arrival  at  Oxford  in  1967  has  been  the 
spiritual  and  theological  tradition  ot  the 
Eastern  Churches,  although  his  teaching 
activity  has  covered  a  much  wider  spec- 
trum: scripture,  liturgy,  church  histors',  spir- 
ituality, Christian  education,  as  well  as  the- 
ology in  the  narrow  sense.  He  has  c^ften 
described  his  teaching  career  as  something 
resembling  the  work  of  a  hull  pen  pitcher 


who  has  to  come  into  a  wide  variety  ot  situ- 
ations and  cope  with  whatever  he  finds 
there.  Teaching  remains,  however,  the  real 
love  of  his  life,  and  his  work  in  academic 
and  now  religious  administration  since 
1990  has  meant  that  he  cannot  be  regularly 
in  the  classroom. 

From  the  time  he  was  eight  up  to  the  age  ot 
seventeen,  Fr.  Barringer  was  an  actor  on 
radio  and  television  in  Toronto,  and  by  the 
time  his  family  moved  to  Los  Angeles  in 
1960  in  order  to  try  their  luck  in 
Hollywood  films  and  TV,  five  ot  his  other 
family  members,  including  his  father,  had 
become  actors  too.  One  of  his  most  vivid 
St.  Mike's  memories  w^as  of  being  told  of 
the  reactiiin  among  his  Grade  12  class- 
mates in  Toronto  -  who  had  been  given  a 
collective  spare  just  for  the  occasion  -  when 
he  appeared  on  a  TV  courtroom  show  as  a 
super-nerd  convicted  of  stealing  chemistry 
equipment  from  his  high  school,  and  his 
defence  lawyer  produced  an  impressive 
Valley  girl  as  a  character  witness! 

Since  1984  he  has  also  been  a  member  of 
the  Roman  Catholic/Eastern  Orthodox 
Theological  Consultation  sponsored  by  the 
Catholic  and  Orthodox  bishops  ot  the 
LJnited  States  and  is  currentlv  working  on 


the  ttanslation  of  the  major  dogmatic  work 
of  the  leading  Romanian  Orthodox  theolo- 
gians of  this  centur\'.  Dating  back  to  expe- 
riences in  college  and  at  Oxford,  the  theme 
ot  mutual  need  of  Christian  East  and  West 
tor  each  other  has  been  the  centre  ot  Fr. 
Barringer's  academic  and  personal  religious 
life,  and  it  is  a  theme  that  has  now  reached 
a  more  mature  presentation  in  the  most 
tecent  of  John  Paul  1 1's  encyclicals,,  "That 
All  May  Be  One". 

Much  of  Fr.  Barringer's  lite  now  is  spent 
travelling  from  one  Basilian  community  to 
another  around  the  world,  leaving  him  no 
time  at  all  to  thrash  his  brothers  (also  St. 
Mike's  students  in  the  past)  at  golf.  This  is 
a  disappointment  he  can  take  in  stride 
because  of  the  enjoyment  he  gets  from 
being  with  his  fellow  Basilians  in  all  places 
where  they  live  and  work,  especially  in  the 
expanding  areas  of  Central  and  South 
America.

St.  Michael's  Baseballers  are  Playing  Superbly

Baseball  at  St. 

Michael's  College 

School 

Baseball  has  a  long 
tradition  at  St. 
Michael's.  Wliile  the 
more  "modern" 
teams  date  back  to 
1977,  Father  "Bud" 
CuUen  recollects 
baseball  at  St.  Mike's 
as  early  as  1945. 
Father  Cullen  knows 
baseball.  It  runs  in 
the  family.  His  broth-  ^ 
er,  Father  Ron  | 
Cullen,  has  been  an 
institution  in 

Windsor  baseball  for  decades. 

Doug  Beckett  of  North  Toronto  collegiate 
founded  the  TSSAA  High  School  Baseball 
League  in  1997.  St.  Mike's,  then  with  the 
Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board,  broke 
new  ground  that  year  in  the  public  school 
league.  Dan  Prendergast  and  Vince  Pagano 
handled  the  coaching  chores  that  year.  The 
team's  ace  was  Mike  Heller,  a  6'H"  basketball 
phenom  at  St.  Mike's  in  the  late  seventies. 

St.  Mike's  was  out  of  baseball  for  the  next  few 
years.  High  School  baseball  and  TSSAA  con- 
tinued to  expand,  and  in  1987,  were  once 
again  accepted  by  a  generous  TSSAA  execu- 
tive. Baseball  had  come  back  to  St.  Mike's, 
this  time  to  stay. 

1987  was  an  exciting  and  formative  year  for 
SMCS  baseball.  The  Blues  made  it  to  the  City 
final.  Jeff  Zownir,  now  a  staff  member  at  the 
school,  pitched  his  heart  out  in  the  champi- 
onship game  at  Christie  Pits,  but  Rob  Butler 
and  East  York  Collegiate  were  too  much  for 
the  Blues  and  we  succumbed.  In  the  process 
the  team  seems  to  have  initiated  a  disconcert- 
ing habit  of  not  being  able  to  win  "the  big 
one". 

Michael  Power,  meanwhile,  had  been  playing 
in  the  Etobicoke  public  high  school  league. 
After  considerable  success,  Greg  Scully  and 
his  boys  appeared  to  overstay  their  welcome, 
and  in  1988  Greg  Scully  and  Vince  Pagano 
organized  the  TDCAA  Baseball  League.  Greg 
Scully  convened  the  first  year,  and  Vince 
Pagano  has  been  convening  ever  since. 

Barry  McDermott  came  on  board  in  1987  to 
help  coach  the  team.  He  brought  the  trade- 
mark knowledge,  commitment,  and  organisa- 
tional ability  to  the  program  that  helped  make 
it  perhaps  one  ot  the  best  three  in  the 
province.

While  St.  Michael's  continues  to  fall  .short  of 
wresting  the  TDCAA  Championship  from 
Michael  Power,  coming  very  close  in  1995, 
the  team  has  earned  a  considerable  reputation 
as  the  "wild  thing"  of  high  .school  baseball, 
having  excellent  success  as  a  wild  card  entry 
in  both  tournament  and  Prentice  Cup  action. 
The  Blues  have  made  two  appearances  at  the 
High  School  Baseball  Final  (The  Prentice 
Cup)  at  the  Skydome  in  four  years.  In  1992 
(wildcard),  Meadowvale  defeated  St.  Mike's 
8-4,  and  in  1995  (wildcard),  Wliitby's  Henry 
Street  won  a  classic  extra  inning  duel  5-4-  Tlie 
Blues  had  [previously  won  the  Guelph 
(Spartan)  Invitational  (wildcard),  and  played 
five  games  in  two  days  to  win  the  Consolation 
Championship  at  the  Burlington  "Early  Bird" 
in  late  April.  In  the  Prentice  Cup  playdowns, 
the  Blues  were  5  and  0,  defeating  five  league 
champions  to  earn  the  Prentice  Cup  berth. 
Despite  their  hard  luck  in  the  really  big  one, 
the  team  is  a  combined  8  and  1  in  the  two 
years  of  Prentice  Cup  qualifying  rounds.  With 
almost  two  hundred  high  school  teams  in 
southern  Ontario  vying  each  year  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  playing  at  the  Dome,  the  SMCS  Blues 
can  be  justly  proud  of  their  accomplishments. 

Barry  McDermott  and  Vince  Pagano  added  an 
important  and  increasingly  popular  element  to 
high  school  baseball  in  1992.  They  organized 
a  "Junior"  baseball  tournament  to  be  held  in 
September,  giving  younger  boys  a  chance  at 
the  "Field  of  Dreams"  and  allowing  coaches  to 
en\'i.sion  their  own  dreams  at  the  .senior  level. 
St.  Mike's  fielded  three  of  the  original  six 
teams  that  first  year,  and  with  those  odds,  was 
favoured  to  win.  We  did,  or  at  least  some  of  us 
did.  Competition  has  stiffened  consitlerably  in 
the  last  two  years  as  more  teams  come  on 
board.  This  year  SMCS  will  enter  twt)  teams 


111  the  eighteen  team 
tournament,  one 
each  in  the  A  &.  B 
divisions.  The  farm 
system  looks  bright 
indeed. 

What  has  baseball 
Lcomplished  for  the 
-chool  as  a  whole? 
Perhaps  this  is  an 
unfair  cjuestion. 
Athletic  endeavour 
ind  the  discipline 
1 1  quired  are  in  them- 
selves fruitful  fields 
for  maturing  young 
men.  But  then  that 
could  be  said  for  all 
sports,  as  it  should 
be.  The  baseball  program  does  not  presume  to 
be  doing  any  more  or  less  than  other  sports  at 
St.  Mike's,  but  it  does  have  its  own  particular- 
ities or  peculiarities  that  give  sport  at  SMCS 
some  interesting  and  perhaps  new'  dimensions. 
To  begin  with,  the  combined  Junior  and 
Senior  programs  enable  approximately  fifty  to 
sixty  students  to  play  a  great  game  at  a  com- 
petitive school  level.  Some  of  them  would  not 
or  could  not  participate  in  any  other  extra- 
curricular activity..  Moreover,  with  almost 
two  hundred  teams  in  Southern  Ontario,  at 
least  seven  possible  tournaments  and  count- 
ing, St.  Michael's  Blues  give  the  school  the 
kind  of  visibility  and  marketing  necessary  in 
such  a  competitive  private  school  environ- 
ment. The  players  have  impressed  hundreds  of 
people  involved  with  the  game  not  only  with 
their  skill,  but  also  with  their  demeanour.  We 
have,  like  so  many  other  teams  at  SMCS, 
been  good  ambassadors  for  the  school.  Dare  I 
say  that  the  more  "cerebral"  quality  of  the 
game  could  enhance  the  public's  opinion  of 
the  general  intellectual  capacity  of  our  stu- 
dents. I'm  kidding... I  think.  In  June  of  1995 
over  one  thousand  people  sat  at  the  Skydome 
watching  a  distinctively  powder  blue  clad 
team  play  a  superior  game  in  a  superb  man- 
ner...and  they  were  our  boys.  What  else  can 
we  ask  fot,  besides  learning  to  .send  the  St. 
Mike's  supportets  hcime  a  little  happier  next 
time. 

Tlte  1996  Blues  could  find  it  more  difficult  tt) 
repeat  the  Dome  expetience.  Several  our- 
standing  graduates  (Mike  Loreto,  Mike 
Gleeson,  Mark  Tinmouth,  John  Kim,  Chris 
White  and  Chris  Taniola)  will  be  missed 
dearly.  Tliere  are,  however,  .several  young  and 
talented  players  still  holding  the  fort,  and 
they  could  make  for  a  very  interesting  year.

Unknown  to  most  consumers  of  electricity,  since  February 
1991  some  ot  Ontario's  electricity  has  been  generated  by  the 
burning  of  landfill  gas.  This  smelly  gas  is  created  by  bacteria 
which  exist  naturally  in  the  garbage,  and  at  large  landfill  sites 
it  must  be  collected  and  burned  so  as  to  prevent  odour  prob- 
lems and  explosion  hazards  for  neighbouring  residents. 
Fortunately  this  gas  can  also  be  burned  as  a  boiler  fuel  to  pro- 
duce enough  steam  to  drive  a  steam  turbine  generator  set,  and 
this  is  what  Eastern  Power  Developers  is  doing  at  two  landfill 
sites  near  Metro  Toronto.  Eastern  Power  Developers  engi- 
neered, built  and  now  operates  the  second  and  third  largest 
landtill  gas  fueled  power  plants  in  the  world  that  together  sell 
over  55  megawatts  ot  electrical  power  to  Ontario  Hydro.  That

is  enough  to  supply  the  needs  of  about  15,000  typical  single 
family  homes.  These  power  plants  also  reduce  both  greenhouse 
gas  and  acid  rain  emissions  by  displacing  some  ot  Ontario 
Hydro's  coal  fired  capacity. 

The  founders  of  Eastern  Power  Developers  include  two  alumni 
of  SMCS:  Hubert  Vogt  and  Greg  Vogt,  who  both  also  gradu- 
ated with  engineering  degrees  from  the  University  of  Toronto. 
On  Eastern  Power  Developers'  latest  power  project  several 
other  SMCS  alumni  were  involved  including  Ciro  Polsinelli 
(architectural  design),  George  Vogt  (steam  condenser  fabrica- 
tion), Toiiy  Correale  (accountiiig)  and  Carlo  De  Vuono 
(legal).
